To show how the public funds 
were prostituted in this case, the records 
give the fact that the property about Red 
Top including several square miles, was 
taxed at only $1,900, while tens of 
thousands of dollars from the publio 
treasury was spent to increase its value.

The Great C alifornia W aterw ay Com­ 
pleted at a Cost or 9900,000. 
S an D iego, Cal., Feb. 23.—Tho comple­ 
tion of the great flume was celebrated to­ 
day by speeches and a parade of citizen 
Societies, United States troops and national 
guard. 
The flume extends from the west­ 
ern slope of the Cuyamaca mountain, 
Where is a reservoir at an elevation of 
4,500 feet. The length of the ilumo is about 
fifty miles and cost $900,000. There are 
350 trestle bridges and eight tunnels along 
the line and 9,000,000 feet of lumber was 
used in the construction. 
The amount of 
water on hand is 2,600,000,000 gallons, 
enough to supply the city and county for 
four years without renewal.

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Washington, Feb. 23.—In the House, 
atter thh clerk had finished the reading of 
yesterday’s journal the rival chairmen of 
tho important committees on ways and 
means and appropriations were on the floor 
claiming recognition. 
The Speaker recog­ 
nized Sir. Mills, who called up the resolu­ 
tion touching the constitutional right of the 
Senate to amend the Mills bill by means of 
a substitute dealing with the entire subject 
6f taxation. 
Mr. Randall, stating that he had reports 
to make from the committee on rules, raised 
tho question of consideration. 
The House refused—yeas 88, nays 143— 
to consider the Mills’ resolution. 
The fol­ 
lowing Democrats voted in the negative: 
Messrs. Bliss, Bryce, Chandler, Chipman, 
Clements, 
Cowles, 
Crain, 
Cummings, 
Dibble, Greenman, Hall, Henderson of 
North Carolina, Hopkins of 
Virginia, 
Johnston of 
North Carolina, 
Latham, ! 
Lynch, Merriam, O’Ferrall, Outhwaite, 
Pennington, Randall, Rowland, Simmons, 
Spinola, Stewart of Georgia, Vance, Wash­ 
ington, and Wise. 
Mr. Bland of Missouri 
also voted in the negative, but did so only 
for tho purpose of moving a reconsidera­ 
tion. 
A motion to that effect, made by him, 
•aas promptly met by Mr. Randall with a 
motion to table. 
Mr. 
Bland inquired 
whether it was in order to raise the ques­ 
tion of consideration. 
Mr. Randall—That is what we are doing 
now. 
(Laughter.) 
The motion to reconsider the motion was 
tabled—yeas UH, nays 33. 
Mr. RandaU 
then reported from the Committee on Rules 
a resolution providing that after to-day 
the daily hour for the assembling of the 
House shall bo IO o’clock, and that from 
that hour until ll o’clock business shall be 
transacted by unanimous consent; and that 
the Speaker shall not at any other time re­ 
ceive requests for unanimous consent ex­ 
cept to concur or non-coneur in Senate 
amendments to House bills or to pass Sen­ 
ate bills when presented from tho Speak­ 
er’s table. 
Mr. Bland of Missouri, objected to the 
resolution on tho ground that tho time of 
the House should bo devoted to the con­ 
sideration of appropriation bills and the 
California contested-election case. 
Tho resolution was adopted, 
Then Mr. 
Reed of Maine, from tho committee on 
rules, reported a resolution for the immedi­ 
ate consideration of tho Senate bill grant­ 
ing a pension to Irene Rucker Sheridan. 
Mr. Breckenridge of Kentucky, raised 
the Question of consideration, and on a 
division Mr. Cheadlo of Indiana, raised the 
point of no quorum. 
Tho House determined—yeas 174, nays 62 
—to consider tho resolution. 
Then filibust­ 
ering was inaugurated by Mr. Kilgore of 
Texas, who moved an adjournment, and 
when that motion was voted down, fol­ 
lowed it with a motion for a recess until 
7 :30. 
The motion for a recess was lost— 
yeas 2, nays 211 
The resolution was then adopted and the 
Sheridan pension was taken up. 
T he Sen­ 
ate bill fixes the 
pension at $3,500 a 
yehr, find it was so amended as to reduce 
the rate to $2,500. 
On motion of Mr. 
Mats* a of Indiana an amendment was 
also adopted making the pension subject to 
tho provisions and limitations of the pen­ 
sion law. 
Tho effect of this amendment is 
to provide a pension for tho children In 
case of tho remarriage or death of MrA 
Sheridan. The bill was then passed. 
An amendment was added to the sundry 
ClviJ bill as a substitute to Mr. Hlscock’s 
motioh to appropriate $300,000 for cele­ 
brating the constitutional centennial, de­ 
claring Tuesday, April 30, 1889, which is 
the centennial anniversary of the inaugura­ 
tion of thq first President of the United 
States, a national holiday. 
It provides for 
suitable ceremonies by both houses of Con­ 
gress on tho second Wednesday of Decem­ 
ber, 1889, Under tho direction of a joint 
committee, which is authorized to invite 
the officers or the United States, the Gov­ 
ernors of tho several States, and represent­ 
atives of foreign governments to partici- 
S 
ate; also to provide the Chief Justice to 
oliver a suitable address on 
It appropriates $8,000 to 
arrangements. 
An item was also added appropriating 
$40,000 for a site and pedestal for a statue 
of Gen. Hancock in Washington. 
Mr. 
Plumb s amendment to exempt honorably 
discharged soldiers and sailors and their 
widows and children from the necessity of 
competitive examination in the m atter of 
appointments to office, transfers, and pro­ 
motions was ruled out on a point of order.

IN THE STATE 


Senator Lovejoy has introduced a bill 
‘ authorizing school board* to purchase 
United States fisgs for schools, to ad­ 
vance American Ideas and promote the 
I 
future peace, prosperity and intelligence 
of the people.” 
It authorizes school 
boards to provide national flags to be 
kept for ase daring school sessions and 
on holidays, and provides that the sec­ 
retary of state shall procure and keep in 
stock three sizes of flagB, whioh shall 
cost not more than $7, $5 and $3 each 
respectively. 
The school board shall provide a large 
distinct map of the United States for 
each pnblio school where geography is 
taught. Etch teacher is required to de­ 
vote not more ti an twenty nor less thee 
fifteen minutes each school day to drill­ 
ing the pupils on the map and the cse 
of the Asg until they shall have beoome 
familiar with American ideas. The leg­ 
islature shall appropriate a sufficient sum 
to execute the provisions of this act. 
School boards shall offer suitable prizes 
each year for the beet essays or oraticna 
on any subjeot whereby an American 
idea my be advanced and the peace, pros­ 
perity and intelligence of the people in­ 
creased .
